SALT WATER MORE BUOYANT 


Considerable Difference Between the 


Freeh Liquid of the Rivers and 


That of the Oceans. 


A Chinese lad dropped his ball In a 


narrow hole and could not get It out, 
according to a writer in the Illustrated 
Sunday Magazine. So he poured wa- 
ter In the hole, thinking that he would 
float the ball to the surface. As the 
ball was slightly heavier than water, 
it remained on the bottom. Thon he 
thought of mixing salt with the water, 
as he knew thut salt water would float 
denser objects than fresh. 
This he 


dtd, and was rewarded with the float- 
ing ball 


This particular fact IB demonstrated 


at the mouths of rivers. Objects roll- 
ing along the bottom of a frebh river, 
too heavy to come to the top, wiil rise 
vhen they are carried out to tea. The 
general rule also applleo to Hosting 
bodies. For Instance, a ship with a 
cargo on tbe sea will sink sometimes 
a foot on entering a fresh water port. 
On the other hand. If she leaven a 
fresh water port with her cargo, ih« 
will rise when entering the ocean. So 
a ship may be loaded apparently too 
much at a whcrf and still be all right 
on the waves. 


In building a dam the fact that salt 


water is heavier than fresh roust 
be taken Into consideration, and the 
dam for the same head must be a good 
deal stronger; this too without takinjp

GOAT AS A MILK PRODUCER 


Germans Appreciate Animal's Value, 


and It la Increasing In Popularity 


In That Country. 


The raising of goats in Germany has 


become increasingly popular during 
the last 20 years. 
It is claimed by 


goat breeders that four-goats are as 
productive in milk as a medium-sized 
cow, and that the milk possesses, be- 
sides, a greater nutritive value. 
In 


hospitals, children's homes;and bouses 
for the treatment of sickness, goat's 
milk is often preferred, largely on ac-. 
count of its purity and its freedom 
from tubercular infection. Goats pos- 
sess today as many advantages as a 
household animal BB they did In an- 
cient times In Asia Minor and Persia. 
Two goats could furnish a small Ger- 
man household with milk, and the 
cost of maintenance is email. 
Trials 


have been made in the vicinity of large 
cities with goat dairies, but In.almost 
every case thoy had to be discontin- 
ued on account of losses. Such- large 
dairies have not. been successful, be- 
cause large amounts . of fodder, had 


to be purchased for the herd and'be- 
cause of 'the lack, of sufficient mead- 
ow 'land. 
Finally, .public, opinion, in 


cities must be'educated .to use. and 
appreciate' the milk of the goat in or- 
der; to- create a retail demand for .it. 
It is no doubt less palatable .ttian 
cow's milk, and even In; southern Eu-, 
rope, where goats are: much more 
common than In Germany, it is used 
chiefly for the •manufacture of cheese.

Considerable Difference Between the 


Freeh Liquid of tho Rivers and 


That of the Oceano. 


A Chinese lad dropped his ball In a 


narrow hole and could not get It out, 
according to a writer In the Illustrated 
Sunday Magazine, So he poured wa- 
ter In the hole, thinking that he would 
float the ball to the surface. As the 
ball was slightly heavier than water, 
it remained on tho bottom. < Then he 
thought of mixing salt with the waterr 


he knew that salt water would float 


denser objects than fresh. 
This he 


dtd, und was rewarded -with the float- 
ing ball. 
This particular fact Is demonstrated 


at the mouths of rivers. Objects roll- 
Ing along tho bottom of a fresh river, 
too heavy to come to the top, will HBO 
\vhen they aro carried out to eea. The 
general rule also applieo to. floating 
bodies. For instance, a ship wltu a 
cargo on the sea will sink sometimes 
a foot on entering a fresh water port. 
On tho other band, if she leaveo a 
fresh water port with her cargo, ehe. 
will rise when entering tho ocean. So 
a ship may be loaded apparently too 
much at a whr.rf and still bo all right 
on the waves. 


In building a dam the fact that Bait 


water is heavier than fresh must, 
be taken, into consideration, and the; 
dam for the same head must be a good' 
deal stronger; this too without taking: 
into 
vconsideration the 
beating ot 


waves, etc. .

; Great Many 


Americans. 


"Three young provinces,.. Manitoba, 


Saskatchewan,, and Alberta," says a 
New York financial journal, "have al- 
ready made Winnipeg one of the great-. 
est primary wheat markets of. the;/ 
world. In 1904 tbey raised 58,000,000; ' , 
bushels of wheat. 
Five years later 


they produced 150,000.000 bushels. In ,> . 
1913 the crop approximated 200,000,- 
000 bushels. At the present rate of- 
progress Canada must soon pass 
Prance and India, and stand third In .: 
the line of wheat producers.

mately It will dispute with 'Russia and,, 
the United States for the first position. 
Wheat has been the pioneer of our 
development.;

In tho 
last calendar year our trade with Can- 
ada amounted to 497 million dollars.

, The taflux of American settlers to 
the Canadian prairies Is now in full 
swing. 
Within tho past few days 


over 80 of those arrived at Bassano 
carrying with them effects and capital 
to tho value of $100,000. Fifty settlers 
from Oregon arrived In Alberta a few 
days ago; while 15 families of settlers 
from the state of Colorado arrived at 
Calgary on their journey northwards. 
The goods and personal effects of this 
party filled 20. box cars. Of live' stock 
alono they had 175 horses, 16 cows 
and 2,000 hend of poultry. 
Another 


class of settler has arrived at Peers, 
110 miles west of Edmonton, where no 
fewer than 200 German farmers have- 
taken up land. ;These are from good 
farming families and brought with 
them a largo amount of capital. 


Then in South Western Saskatche- 


wan, there are large numbers settling, 
these from1 the United States predomi- 
nating, while in tho northern and cen- 
tral portions of all these provinces, 
the settlement of now people la going 
on steadily. 
Early in April, Peter 


Goertz arrived In Cardiff after a six- 
day journey from McPherson, .Kansas. 
Mr. Goertz who had purchased land 
hero was In charge of a party of 38 
people from the same part of Kansas 
and they came through with a special 
train which Included all their stock 
and implements. The equipment was 
all Rock Island cars, and was the first 
full immigrant train ever sent out by 
that railroad.

The government has in 


New Mexico a hospital for the care of men of the 
navy wR-i JeYeiop tuberculosis and the bureau 
of engraving and printing is attempting to get an 
appropriation through congress that will provide 
for the enlargement of this hospital and for the 
admission into it of persons contracting tubercu- 
losis while working in the various government 
departments 


There are lunch-rooms in each wing of the 


mammoth building and the 4,000 employes will 
ha\e eiery conienience in obtaining their meals. 
The majontv of the lunch rooms are on the top 
floors, where there are most sunshine and air, 
and most of them are so located that the lunchers

The other wings are devoted to the engraving, 


hand and power printing divisions and to the 
examining and numbering divisions Between two 
of the wings there Is a huge vault for storing the 
plates used in printing money and stamps. Next 
to the vault is a room where clerks keep an ac- 
count of every plate removed from the vault and 
see that it is returned at the close of the working 
day 
There are also vaults in the basement for 


the internal revenue stamps, postage stamps and 
miscellaneous currency 


On the second floor is a vault for the safe 


keeping of paper money after it has been com- 
pleted and numbered 
This vault is the moat 


secure of any in the building. The interior is 
about 50 by 20 feet and the ceiling 15 feet in 
height, with the walls constructed of re-enforced 
concrete 
Between the re-enforced portion of the 


walls and the outer coating is a mesh of electric

stamps or money and every printing plate has 
been accounted for at the conclusion of the day's 
work and has been checked into one of the vaults 
the superintendent will operate a switch which 
will light the -white bulb in the office of the cap- 
tain ot the wateh. In ease something is missing 
the red bulb will show a light and this will order 
tlie division held until the missing article is ac- 
counted for 


The workers of the bureau of engraving and 


printing have come to be known as the world's 
model woikmg force 
They nanufacture enough 


paper money each day to car jet a live-acre tract 
and the same force turns cut enough postage 
stamps to stick on every men of a six-acre sur- 
face 
Eleven acres might be covered with the 


revenue stamps they turn out each day 
Of tho 


4,000 employes there are 200 more women than 
men 


It is a notewoithy fact that such enormous 


quantities of securities are produced vear after 
year at the bureau of engraving and printing with- 
out a loss of one cent t& the government. None 
of the employes Is bonded 
The work is so han- 


dled and accounted for that any shortage can be 
immediately traced to the last person handling a 
given piece of work. Employes are not permitted 
by the watchmen to leave the building during the 
lunch hour nor at any time during the day except 
by pass signed by the chief of the division, who 
certifies that the work of the employe is correct. 
Each employe IB therefore careful to account for 
each sheet entrusted to his care, for he knows if 
it is lost he has to pay for its face value 


The workers who are responsible Jor the money 


and stamps manufactured report to the bureau at 
eight o'clock each morning and perform eight 
hours' service. 
The highest paid man in the 


bureau is the director, who receives $6,600 per 
annum. The employes generally receive from as 
little as $320 a year to a maximum of $2,100 The 
majority of women work as counters or upon 
stamp perforating machines 
trom $500 to $700 a year.

Much luis been done to develop the model 


shop at the great money factory. 
In the first 


place, It was consldorod necessary to ptiy a great 
deal of attention to tlio workers themselves. The 
office ,of (.lie medical Inspector of the bureau Is 
a Himill hospital. 
H consists .of a room for the 


physician in charge, an operating room and 
separate' wards for tho men and women workers, 
Tho rooms nro lined with white tile and all of 
the plumbing is of the most up-to-date type. 


It in the duty of the physician in charge to 


supervise tho sanitary conditions of the estab- 
lishment. Each day ho inspects the entire build- 
Ing, 
enforcing tho utmost cleanliness, insuring 


every employe tho necessary amount of ventila- 
tion in the room in which he works, studying 
lighting conditions nnd relieving eye strain. 
In* 


addition he is always present to administer first 
aid In case of accident or relief In leaser ailments. 
In the now building will be issued pamphlets on 
hygiene nnd instructions with relation to the spe- 
cial illnesses likely to be mot with. 


One of the principal features of this medical 


supervision Is with relation to the workers who 
become affected with tuberculosis, and this is a 
serious problem 'In every factory. 
Tuberculosis 


develops stealthily and there is often a tendency 
on tho part of tho family physician to allow tho 
victim to remain in Ignorance of his condition. 
The bureau holds,that this is an error, for If 
action la taken in time the disease may be cured 
and the patient must know of his or her condi- ' 
tlon in order to act at once. 


So whenever the attending physician at tho 


bureau observes a worker who looks ns though 
he were developing tuberculosis an examination 
Is made. If it is found that the disease actually 
exists the facts are set forth and the proper rec- 
ommendationa made. 
The government! has in 


New Mexico n hospital for the care of men of the 
navy wR« tiVfelop tuberculosis, and the bureau 
of engraving and printing is attempting to get an 
appropriation through congress that will provide 
for tho enlargement of thls^ hospital and for the 
admission into it of persons contracting tubercu- 
losis while working in the various government 
departments. 


There are lunch-rooms in each wing of the 


mammoth building, and the 4,000 employes will 
have every convenience in obtaining their meals. ' 
The majority of the lunch-rooms are on the top 
floors, where there are most sunshine and air, 
find most of them are so located that the lunchers 
may pass into the two spacious:roof gardens, the 
latter 'being on the two central wings of tho. 
building, 


On the top floor tho lunch-rooms are under the 


eaves of tho front of the1 building, where the 
employes are able to obtain a fine view of the 
Potomac'park and tho river in the distance. Over 
this .Is erected an awning with plenty of sunshine 
around tho edges and fresh air underneath. Here 
may come the employes for their breath of the 
outside air and a bath in the sun.

Ono main kitchen supplies all of the lunch- 


rooms, but there are separate serving counters 
for tho men and women workers. The walls of 
the lunch-rooms are of .glazed red brick and high 


white tile wainscoting. 
A $10,000, equipment' 


has been provided for'the kitchen, 
On the 


third floor a dining-room has been provided: 
for the director and his assistants. 
Adjoining it 


is a separate kitchen. • 
, 


It has been planned that the employes shall 


operate the lunch-rooms themselves. The govern- 
ment has furnished .all the necessary equipment, 
with the exception of dishes, silverware, linen 
nnd such', accessories, which will, be provided by 
the employes -themselves. An association of the' 
.workers has been formed for the purpose of 
operating the lunch-rooms, women employes sub- 
scribing 60 cents each and'the men $1 each, 'In 
this manner,a fund of $2,000 has been raised. It

Another novelty has been introduced which 


has become .popular already. 
There, is a rest 


period of ten minutes in the middlfl cf ,the fore- 
noon and another in the afternoon; 


Much of the work it very tedious and exacting. 


. For Instance,-there ia a whole .room filled with 


girls who count money from morning until night. 
There Is another room filled with machines which 
perforate stamps, The girl who operates ono of 
these machines feeds one sheet after another into 
it;, the task Is unending and unvarying. 
For 


these girls the rest period has been introduced. 


For ten minutes the machines and the counting 


stop, the girls relax or move about the rooms. 
They may go to the'sun parlors, or they may sit 
still and rest their eyes. 
Then they return ,to 


their work, and it has been determined by actual 
count that more work is done with the relaxation 
than if the ton minutes were, used for work, 


The two roofs of the center wings of the builcl- 


lin'gs; arranged as'roof gardens or promenades, are : 
to be used whenever the weather permits. One 
Is reserved for men and the other for women. 


One of .the wings of the building will lie devoted 


entirely'to the manufacture of postage stamps. 
It is so arranged that the paper is carried to the' 
top floor in rolls. 
It goes through the various, 


steps of manufacture and the stamps are in their, 
completed state when they reach the. basement, 
where facilities are provided for putting them up 
In bundles preparatory to shipping them to the 
80,000 post offices throughout the country. 


The other wings are devoted to the engraving, 


hand - and power printing divisions and to the 
examining and numbering divisions, Between two 
of the wings there Is.a-huge vault for storing the 
plates used in printing money and stamps. Next . 
to the, vault is a room where clerks keep an ac- > 
count of every plate removed from the vault and 
see that it is returned at the close of the working 
day. There are also vaults in the basement for 
i 


the Internal -revenue stamps, postage stamps and 
miscellaneous currency. 


On the second floor is a vault for the safe 


keeping of paper money after it has been com- 
pleted and numbered. This vault is the most 
secure of any in the building. The Interior is 
about 50 by 20 feet and the ceiling 15 feet'in. , 
height, with 'the walls constructed of' re-enforced 
concrete. Between the re-enforced portion of the 
walls and the outer coating is'a mesh of electric 
wires. Should.any of these be touched an alarm 
is automatically sounded, in the office of the cap- 
tain of the watch and. also in the treasury build- 
ing, 
many blocks distant.-

The doors .of'the vaults.are much heavier than' 


any found .In banks, and-they are fitted with time 
locks.; Above the door of each vault a small 
opening has been provided for the purpose, of 
keeping the'interior properly ventilated. 
The 


openjng-is circular in shape and''about two feet 
in diameter, 'Air is forced in by means of an 
electrically operated, fan.'. 


There is also a'semi-vault; where partly com- 


pleted money-is kept for 30 days'to dry the ink. 
Each workroom has a semi-vault, where the' day's 
work is safeguarded "until the time comes, t'o

An 'elaborate system of signals is,employed in 


the building. There is' a" watchman's time detec- 
tor .system,, w'ith stations for reporting at each 
section of the factory, .and in addition to a com- 
plete telephone system there is a method for call- 
ing the various 'division superintendents to tho 
office, of the director. , Another innovation is the 
division reporting system.

'revenue stamps they turn out each day. Of the 
4,000 employes there 'are 200 more women than 
men.

Quantities of securities are produced, year after 
year at'the bureau-of engraving and'printing with- 
out a loss of one cent-to the government. None 
of the employes is bonded.'.The work is'-so han- 
dled and accounted'for that any shortage.-can' be 
immediately traced to-the last person handling a 
given piece of work.

In connection with this attempt it 


may be said that the medicine, which 
s now put forward as good for hogs 
was advertised some time ago as a 
means of killing tuberculosis, typhoid 
and cancer germs, according to an 
artiicle published in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 
At that time it was asserted that the 
Army was interested in it.

interested then than the Department 
of Agriculture is now.

field free from weed growth, prefer- 
ably u gentleslope and belter, one 
which has previously grown some 
well cultivated crop such as corn or 
potatoes, etc.

'i. Test your soil for acidity with 


jlue litmus paper and apply lime as 
t needs it. Applications of well-rot- 


nianure plowed under will help. 


Plow your soil in fall or early 


spring and work up^into a fine state 
of tilth before planting.

'alfa seed, of high germination and 
purity.

NEW SOIL ACIDITY 


TEST IS DISCOVERED 


What Is expected to prove a more 


positive test for soil acidity than the 
common litmus paper test, and one, 
which because of the cheap and harm- 
ess chemicals used In its operation, 
will be within the reaqh ot the ordi- 
nary afrraer, has been devised by E. 
Truog, Instructor In the department 
or soils, College of Agriculture of the 
University of Wisconsin. 


The new test, it is believed, will be 


of especial benefit to county represen- 
tatives and' to field agents of the 
state soils laboratory, owing to the 
fact that it is simple to operate and 
approximate quanltative results can 
be secured in from ten to fifteen min- 
utes. 


The new method consists of the ad- 


dition to a sample of soil to be exam- 
ined of zinc sulphide with small 
amounts of calcium chloride and wa- 
ter] and -.boiling the mixture In a 
flask held o'ver a small flame, prefer- 
ably an alcohol lamp. 
Commercial 


lead acetate paper, which can be pur- 
chased at the drug store, when held 
in the fumes of the mixture for a few 
minutes, will turn from light brown 
ID i>. shiny black, according to the de- 


fm of acidity present in the soil. 


The natural color of .the lead acetate 
paper Is white, hence the discolora- 
tion can be plainly seen and will more 
accurately gauge the acidity in a soil 
than will the litmus paper test, now 
in use. 


The chemicals are perfectly safe 


for the layman to handle, and ilio 
complete apparatus, including flask 
and burner, ordinarily will not cost 
more than $2. The details of the ap- 
paratus have not been completed, but 
in a short time a more definite an- 
nouncement will be forthcoming. 


Owing to the prevalence of sour'or 


acid soils in Wisconsin, and the de- 
sirability of adding lime as a correc- 
tive before raising legumes, any im- 
provement over the present methods 
of testing for soil acidity will be wel- 
comed.

If the monthly rate is 10 


:euts a kilowatt you will pay for this 
power $3.00, which is very little in- 
deed for the use of "forty horses" for 
one month. 


Now let us figure out the cost of 


a single electric lamp. 
Kveryone 


,hould know by this time that the 
ilazda tungsten 'amp, 
which was 


perfected several years ago, will 
;ive twice the amount of light for 
he same money as the old fashioned 
:arbon incandescent lamp. 
Anyone 


using those old carbon lamps can cut 
lis monthly eleciric light bill exact- 
y iu half, by throwing the old lamps 
away and installing tungsten lamps, 
s'ot only will he reduce the bill but 
ie will get a better and a whiter 
ight for his money. 


Assuming that tungsten lamps are 


.nstalled, what will they cost per 
amp? Look on the bulb of the lamp 
\ou will liud there a little paster giv- 
ng the number of "watts" required 
jy the lamp. Let us lake the small- 
est lamp hrst. 
It is rated at "ten 


watts" and will give eight candle 
power of light. 
If the rate 
per 


dlowatt in your city is lo cents per 
kilowatt for one hour, or !«,. ^ watts, 
then it wi'l cost O.OUtil of a cent for 
one watt and 0.001 of a cent for ten 
watts for one hour. 
At this rale 


.he ten wall lamp could be lelt burn- 
ing for 100 hours, or nearly lour 
days and a half, before it would burn 
up tea cents' worth of electricity. 


The next size is the 15 watt lamp 


which gives about ten candle power 
of light. 
This lamp will consume 


fifteen cents' worth of elecrticlty iu 
J O O hours of continuous burning at 
the ten cent rate. 
In one hour it 


will consume 0.0015 cent's of electric- 
ity. 
In 10 hours of continuous ser- 


vice it will have burned up only 
0.015, or a cent and a half's worth 
of current. 
The next size lamp is 


25 watt, or twenty candle power, 
lamp. This lamp will burn for for- 
ty hours before consuming a kilo- 
watt, or ten cents' worth of current 


The largest practical sized lamp 


for use in the home is the forty watt 
lamp. 
This lamp should be used 


only where a large amount of light 
is necessary for short intervals. 
It 


will burn continuously for 25 hours 
for a kilowatt of current. 


Now that we know exactly what 


each lamp costs per hour care should 
be taken in the placing and distri 
bution of the lamps to see that the 
longest light service is required. On 
the porch, in the halls, the bath- 
rooms, etc,, where only a 
small 


amount of light is needed but where 
the lamps are allowed to operate for 
hours, the small sized ten-watt himp 
should be used, as one of these lamps 
'can l>e ui.ed for a hundred hours con- 
tinonsly for a cost of hut ten cpi>.t:r. 
In the bed rooms, den, for the read- 
ing taVe, etc., where a little more 
light is necessary, the fifteer and 
tw«nty-five watt lamps should be 
used. 
For the kicthen, dining room 


and living room, where a maximum 
amount of light is required, but. for 
shorter hours of service, the forty 
watt lamps may be used to g;hre a 
better distribution of light. 
It is 


always better, whenever possible, to 
use two or more of the smaller lamps 
about the room instead of one large 
lamp, in order to secure a good dis- 
tribution of light andi avoid the 
glare of a single high candle power 
lamp.

Vera ^ Cruz, May 28.—The wife of 


Jose Simon, president of the National 
Bank of Mexico City, arrived from 
Mexico City with a report that Hu- 
erta had demanded the payment of 
6,000,000 pesos by the banker 
on 


threat of placing troops in the bank.

John R. Sllllman, vice-consul at Sal-

own. 


The three South Americans made it 


plain that while every aspect of the 
Mexican situation, both internal and 
international, had been laid before the 
delegates from the United States and 
Mexico, no formal basis had 
been 


reached for the treatment in any speci- 
fied order of the Issues involved. 


It is tha hope of the Huerta dele-

HOME RULE WINS OUT 


GOES 
THROUGH 
COMMONS 
BY 


VOTE OF 351 TO 274. 


Passage of Measure Is a Tremendous- 


ly Big Victory for Premier 


Asquith. 


London, England, May 27.—By a 


vote of 351 to 274—a majority of 77— 
the house of commons passed the 
home rule bill on the third and final 
reading. The bill becomes law when 
King George signs it 


Home rule is now a fact. 
There 


Is no doubt that royal assent will be 
given to the measure. In the regular 
course of events,' the home rule bill 
goes next to the house of lords, but 
the action of the peers will have no 
effect upon the measure. The pow- 
ers of the upper house of parliament 
were destroyed by the act of parlia- 
ment providing that any bill having 
been passed in three consecutive ses- 
sions of commons becomes a law by 
royal assent. 


The passage of the home rule bill 


is a tremendous personal victory for 
Premier Herbert H. Asquith, who as 
pilot of the Liberal party, carried the 
measure to victory after many months 
of desperate parliamentary struggle. 


The division was taken as soon as 


Premier Asquith had made his final 
statement, the Unionists refraining 
from debate In accordance with the 
instructions from Law. In the ballot- 
ing the followers of William O'Brien 
abstained from voting'. 


STRIKERS FIRE ON TROOPS 


U. S. Patrol Attacked From Hill Near 


Trinidad, Colo., Camp When They 


Search for Leader. 


Trinidad, Colo, May 28.—For the 


first time since they assumed control 
of the strike districts of the Colorado 
coal fields the United States troops 
were fired on. The shooting occurred 
on Monday at a miners' camp at Se- 
gundo, near Trinidad, where 20 shots 
were fired at the federal troops. The 
shots were fired at a patrol from a 
hillside overlooking the camp after a 
trooper, who had dodged a missile 
thrown at him through a window, an- 
swered a shot fired at him from the 
darkness. 
The patrol, starting to 


search for the person firing the shot, 
was surprised by a volley of shots 
coming from the direction of the hills. 
Captain Cushman reported that one 
man was seen to run from conceal- 
ment in a ditch, but made his geta- 
way.

started goes to La Crosse, and is the 
opening wedge to scores of towns all 
over the country, according to F. A. 
S. Price, chairman of the national or- 
ganization committee, and third vice 
president of the American Society of 
Equity. 


An organization, under the co-oper- 


ative laws of Wisconsin, has already 
been effected at La Crosse, with a 
capitalization of $250,000, of which 
$100,000 has already been subscribed 
and most of which has been paid in. 


The company Is buying the Langdon- 


Boyd packing plant, which Mr. Price 
said is worth about $175.000, and is 
securing it at a bargain of $123,000, in- 
cluding all assets, physical and vol- 
untary. 
It has a capacity of 1,000 


hogs a week, and 500 head of cattle. 
It is contemplated to provide a cold 
stoiage plant, which will provide a 
capacity of 600 hogs a day, with ex- 
cellent storage facilities 


No more than $1,000 worth of stock 


is permissible to one man, and but 
one vote is allowed. This, together 
with the fact that the executive com- 
mittee is composed of two business 
men and five farmers, guarantees con- 
trol of the company to the farmer. 


It is known as the Farmers' Co- 


operative company of La Crosse, and 
has for its president Ira M. J. Chryst 
of Hudson, who is also president of 
the American Society of Equity. 


The American Society of Equity, 


Mr. Price points out, has for its policy 
assistance in securing for the farmer 
just and profitable prices for farm 
products. He further says the society 
has been very successful In its grain 
exchange, wool growers' exchange at 
Minneapolis and tobacco growing de- 
partments in Kentucky.

In most Instances the seed 
was found by A. L. Stone, state seed 
Inspector, college of agriculture, Unt 
verslty of Wisconsin, to be of mediocre 
quality and lacking the purity and vi- 
tality possessed by seed raised In Wis- 
consin. 


In north central Wisconsin an agent 


sold oats at $2.76 and barley and pota- 
toes at four dollars -per bushel. At the 
same time Individual farmers In that 
vicinity were offering seed in every 
way as good, if not better, for one dol- 
lar a bushel,, or even less. 
Further 


than this, the buyers of this imported 
seed found "strings" tied to their bar- 
gains. 


Upon examining the copy of the con- 


tracts they had signed they found they 
had agreed not to countermand the 
order. They had also agreed to call 
at the depot for the seed when it ar- 
rived and to pay for the seed by Sep- 
tember 11, 1914. Thus the contract be- 
came in fact a promissory note. The 
buyer had no recourse under the state 
seed inspection law, as the seeds were 
delivered in original packages direct 
to the farmer with no collecting agent, 
bringing it under the Jurisdiction of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Hence very few buyers would attempt 
reprisal.

farmers will find it to their advantage 
to submit samples to the experiment 
station, Madison, for examination as 
to quality and purity

Here are the terms of agreement 


reached by the mediators: 


1. A provisional government is to 


be placed in charge of Mexico. It is 
to consist of five men and to be rep- 
resentative of all factions, wilh con- 
stltuttonaliHls in the majority. 


2. The goveinment of the 
U. S. 


pledges itself to recognize this pro- 
visional government and also pledges 
to that government its moral support. 


3 American troops are to leave 


Mexico; they are to evacuate Vera 
Cruz the moment the provisional gov- 
ernment is established and operative 


4 Huerta is to remain in power 


during the organization of the provi- 
sional government and is to officially 
turn over to the provisional govern- 
ment the government of Mexico. 


5. Provisions are made for an elec- 


tion at a certain period of time after 
the establishment of tho provisional 
government at which a president and 
other officers are to l;e chosen. He- 
forms in the election laws are pro- 
vided for so that the election may be 
"popular, fair and impiutial." 


The mediators made a btronj; rec- 


ommendation to the new provisional 
government for radical reforms in the 
land laws

home rule bill on the third and final 
reading.'

The company is buying the Langdon- 


Boyd packing plant, which Mr. Price 
said is- worth 'about $175,000, and is 
securing it at a bargain of $123,000, in- 
cluding all assets, physical and vol- 
.untary. 
It .has a capacity of 1,000 


hogs a week; and '500 head of cattle. 
It Is contemplated to provide a cold 
storage plant, which will provide a 
capacity of 600 hogs a day, with ex- 
cellent storago facilities. 


No more than $1,000 worth of stock 


is'permissible to one man, and but 
ono vote is allowed.

Mediators in the'Mexican controversy 
have reached a complete agreement on 
all-points and have submitted their 
recommendation's to President Wilson, 
Secretary .Bryan and to VIctorianR 
Huerta in Mexico City. 


Representatives, of Argentina, Bra- 


zil and Chile, Frederick Lehmann and 
Justice Lamar, representatives of the 
United States and the three envoys 
sent by Huerta, are extremely happy 
over what they regard 'as a definite, 
equitable settlement of the difficulty. 


Here are the terms of agreement 


reached by .the mediators: 


1. A provisional government is to 


be placed in charge of Mexico. It is 
to consist of five men and to be rep- 
resentative of all factions, with con- 
stitutionalists in the majority. 


2. The government of the U. S. 


pledges itself to recognize this pro- 
visional government and also pledges 
to that government'Its moral support. 


3. American troops are to leave 


Mexico; they are to evacuate Vera 
Cruz the moment the provisional gov- 
ernment Is established and operative. 


4. Huerta is to remain in. power 


during tho organization of the provi- 
sional government and is to officially 
turn over to the provisional govern- 
ment the government of Mexico. 


5. Provisions are made for an elec- 


tion at a certain period of time after 
the establishment of the provisional 
government at which a president and 
other officers-are to he .chosen. 
Re- 


forms in the election laws are pro- 
vided, for so that the election may be 
"popular, fair and Impartial." 


The mediators made a strong rec- 


ommendation to the new provisional 
government for radical reforms in the 
land laws. 


The belief is unanimously expressed 


that the terms agr6ed upon will be

Temperatures in the neighborhood of 
100 degrees put something of a strain 
on the mechanism regulating the heat 
of the body, for then the body must 
be cooled below the temperature o£ 
the surrounding air. This is done by 
the sweating process. 
Evaporation 


keeps the temperature down.

Washington.—Two commissions, one 


authorized by the United State* gov- 
ernment and another organized by the 
southern commercial congress, went 
to Europe to study the subject ot 
agricultural credits. Their 
report* 


were voluminous and apparently were 
prepared 
carefully. 
It Is 
probable 


that a majority In congress thought 
that when these report* had been 
studied and embodied la, a bill the 
last word on the subject bad been 
spoken. 
* 


President Wilson has consented that 


rural credits, or land bank, legislation 
shall go over until the next session. 
In doing so senators and representa- 
tives gay Mr, Wllspn has recognized 
existing conditions in congress. The 
land bank question, It is urged, Is a 
much harder problem to solve than 
many persons supposed when It was 
said that a bill once prepared by seem- 
ingly competent authority could be 
passed with comparatively little de- 
bate. 


Now a writer of discernment on the 


subject says: "But the prophets of 
legislation did not take Into account 
the Bizei of the United States; nor 
the fact that a system which might 
work admirably In a country like Ger- 
many or France might disclose grave 
defects in a country where one state 
alone is larger than Germany and 
France put together. 
Moreover, the 


people of the United States do not 
take as naturally to federal aid In 
their affairs as the people ot Europe, 
and often see an embarrassment in 
federal intervention where Europeans 
would see only a help." 


No Bill Reported by Committees 
For the reasons Just given, it seems 


likely that a rural credits bill did not 
come forth as quickly as it might from 
the congressional propagating plant. 
There have been several bills intro- 
duced, one bearing the names of Sen 
ator Fletcher ot Florida and Repre- 
sentative MOBS of Indiana and which 
embodies the conclusions of the com- 
mission appointed by the government 
No bill as yet haa been reported out 
of the banking and currency commit- 
tee of either house or senate. In 
truth, the two committees dodged the 
whole subject, in a way by appointing 
a joint BUb-commlttee whose duty it 
was to bo to prepare a bill which 
would be acceptable to the administra- 
tion.

The men who believe in 
a thoroughly federalized system dc 
clare that money cannot be raised for 
the development of a country like this 
except through the government. In 
the agricultural regions as yet unde- 
veloped Interest rates are very high 
and the assertion is that the rates 
cannot be reduced unless the govern- 
ment shall be a participant In the 
transaction. 


Decide to Adjourn July 10.

VERMONT ANCIENT HISTORY 


French Soldiers Slid to Have Made 


the First Fort Within the 


Territory. 


The first settlement within the pres- 


ent limits ot Vermont, according to 
Walter H. Crockett, writing some time 
ago in the National Magazine, was 
made In the summer ot 1888, when 
Sleur de la Mothe, a captain of the 
Carignan regiment, with a few compa- 
nies ot French soldiers, was sent to 
what Is now known as Isle La Motte, 
near the northern entrance to Lake 
Champlaln, to erect a fort, which was 
part ot a chain of fortifications extend- 
ing south from the St. Lawrence river. 
This fort was dedicated to St Anne, 
the mother of the Virgin, and here a 
chapel was eretced. In the fall ot 1666 
Fort St. Anne was used as a rendez- 
vous for 600 French veterans, 600 
Canadian habitants and 100 Indians, 
under command of Marquis de Tracy, 
this being a torce sent out to subdue 
the Mohawks. Probably this fort was 
maintained only a few years, but Isle 
La Motte was long a favorite stopping

West, Fla,," said ho, "are 20 countries 
covering an area of 9,000,000 square 
miles I This Is three times the con-, 
nocted area of the United Statea. 
Their population is, approximately, 
70,000,000. Thla Is seven-tenths of the 
population of tha United States, and 
it Ie destined to Increase even more 
rapidly In the future through Immigra- 
tion and general development than ia. 
the population of this country. Thesa 
20 countries last year conducted a for-

In Portage a war will be waged 


against the fly. A regular military 
organization will be affected in the 
schools, officered by generals, cap-

Large 
out-door fly traps will be installed, 
and a universal system of door and 
window screens will be advocated, 
special effort will be made to abolish 
the breeding places of flies, dump 
heaps, garbage piles, etc. This is an 
important movement, and ought to 
be enforced everywhere.

City Wins on Co»l Weighing. 


Sparta, Win., May 23—Much grati- 


fication Is expressed on the part >of 
the city administration upon the suc- 
cessful outcome of the coal weigning 
question. 
The supreme court hand- 


ed down a derision on Wednesday 
denying the application of the local 
coal dealers for an injunction re- 
straining the city from enforcing Its 
ordinance requiring the coal dealers 
to weigh coat on the city sc.)lra. Last 
October, the city council passed an 
ordinance requiring all coal dep.lers 
to weigh their coal on the city stales. 
It was a measure that had been talk- 
ed of for some years and each time 
it was brought up, it was successful- 
ly talked to death. Upon its package, 
the coal dealers of the city, D. Horn- 
stock, Chas. Woolley and the Britt- 
ingbam & Hixon Lumber company 
agreed to refuse to obey it and to test 
It out. In pursuance of this policy 
they sold coal weighed on their own 
scales. City Attorney Z. S. Rice, up- 
on a police complaint, had each of 
the coal dealers arrested, including 
D. Hemstock, whose daughter he was 
marrying in about a week. This sit- 
uation had a human interest side 
and the story of Mr. Rice's arrest of 
his prospective 
father-in-law 
was 


widely circulated in the papers of the 
country. While Mr. Rice was awav 
on his wedding trip, Attorney R. B. 
Giuves look charge of Mr. Rice's side 
of the case and has since been identi- 
fied with it. 


The defendants were found guil- 


tyl ol violating the ordinance in jus- 
tice court 
An action was then com- 


menced, after a conference of attor- 
neys, for an injunction restraining 
the city from enforcing the ordinance 
Judge Higbee heard the case and de- 
cided for the city and denied the plain 
tiffs then injunction, and upon ap- 
peal, the supreme court confirmed 
Judge Higbee's decision. The case 
was watched by all coal dealers thru- 
out the state of Wisconsin, because 
it establishes beyond question the 
right of a cily to lorcp its coal deal- 
ers to weigh on city scales.
